There wag so much "brass" 


at the Central Headquarters 
building in downtown Tokyo 
that, after a few weeks as a 
member 6f Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's Honor'Guard, one was 
no longer impressed by anyone 
under the rank of Colonel. The 
snapping to attention, the sa- 
lute, the giving of directions to 


extra clothing allowances, re- 
quired to wear tailored uni- 
forms, mirror-bright paratroop- 
er boots, white gloves and spe- 
cial helmets. 


On duty and off, we were ex- 


pected to set an example to 
both the Japanese and United 
Nations personnel. We were, of 
course, hated by all other units 
In Tokyo. Brawls were frequent 


the hundreds of various offices but 'seldom with any serious 


after effects. We were a close- 
knit unit that' worked, drank, 
fought, and drilled with

camaraderie almost unknown 
in the peacetime army. 
We 


were Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
Honor Guard, and proud of it. 


As members of his personal 


unit, we were granted special 
privileges. We could swim in 
the pool at the American Em- 
bassy compound which was lo- 
cated just below the MacArthur 
residence. Here, one could often 
get a glimpse of the General or 
of Mrs 
MacArthur, both of 


whom seemed to enjoy watching 
us cavort in the water.

To install the main, the water

Monthly benefits for the sur- 
viving families are ranging up 
to the maximum $254. 


Typical Survivors 


Here is the case of a typical 


Thresher family — consisting 
of a widow, age 29, and two 
young girls, ages 4 and 7. 


Benefits, which became pay- 


able immediately, amount to 
$67.50 per month for each of 
the three survivors. The chil- 
dren will continue to receive 
monthly checks until they are 
18, and when the 7-year-old 
reaches that age, benefits for 
her mother and sister will rise 
to $71.30 a month. When

Genera/ Douglas Mac Arthur 


"Old soldiers never die. . . ." 
There's no contradiction between those 


words of an old Army song made famous 
by General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur in his 1951 address to a joint 
session of Congress and the news reports 
that Gen. MacArthur has died at the age 
of 84. 


There's no contradiction if the old 


soldier has become a legend in his lifetime 
es MacArthur has. 


It is hard to mburn the passing of this 


legend, because it is hard to believe that 
the fate of mere mortals could touch him. 
In a sense, this common end won't be the 
fate of this most' uncommon man. In a 
sense, this man will never die—nor fade 
away either. 


Wisconsin, however, has lost some of 


its glory with his death. For more than 100 
years, the state has been warmed by the 
reflected light of the luminous MacArthur 
name. 


The light came initially from a young 


settler from Massachusetts who became a 
lieutenant in the 24th Wisconsin Regiment 
in the Civil War. By the time he was 20 
years old, young Arthur MacArthur was 
the regiment's colonel and a winner of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. For 20 
years after the war he participated in 
Indian campaigns in the Southwest where 
Douglas was born. In the Spanish-American 
War, he was named brigadier general and 
placed in command of the volunteers in 
the Philippines where he captured the 
gateway to Manila that -finally ended the 
conflict. In 1899: he became governor gen- 
eral of the Philippines and in 19bl he was 
a special observer of the Japanese army 
in the Russo-Japanese War. He retired as a 
major general in 1909 and died in Milwau- 
kee in 1912. His widow remained there and 
his son claimed it as his home. 


In the second generation the Mac- 


Arthur name continued to reflect glory on 
Wisconsin. The illustrious son of the 
illustrious father was the brightest star 
in the U.S. Army, having graduated at the 
top of the 1903 class at West Point. He was 
commissioned 
brigadier 
general 
when 


World War I broke out and placed in 
command of the 84th Infantry Brigade 
which he led in the St Mihiel salient. 
Later he was named commander of the 
•famed 42nd "Rainbow" Division and when 
he was made major general in 1925 he 
was the youngest man to hold that rank 
in the U.S. Army. 


His career paralleled his father's and 


he returned to the scenes of his youth 
when from 1928 to 1930 he was com- 
mander of the Philippine department. In 
1930. President Hoover raised him to a 
full general and named him chief of staff. 


He retired in 1935 to become military 


adviser to the Philippines and a year later 
was made field marshal of the Philippine 
army. After 34 years of active military 
service, he retired; but President Manuel 
Quezon kept him on as head of the island's 
military and constabulary forces and in 
1941, when the Filipino forces were incor- 
porated into the U.S. Army. 
President 


Roosevelt nominated MacArthur as lieu- 
tenant general and named him commander 
of U.S. 
commonwealth 
forces 
in 
the 


islands. 


In December, 1941. MacArthur again 


became a full general and after his gallant. 


but hopeless, defense of the islands he 
left 
the 
Philippines in 
March, 
1942, 


promising "I shall return." He assumed 
command of all the Allied forces in the 
southwest Pacific, including Wisconsin's 
32nd Division, and after a classic cam- 
paign he did return to the Philippines 
when Leyte was captured in 1944 and the 
islands were freed once more in 1945. 


Meanwhile, MacArthur had been pro- 


moted to General of the Army, a rank 
' achieved by only four others—Washington, 
Pershing, Marshall and Eisenhower—and 
was named commander of U.S. Army forces 
in the Pacific. After the Japanese sur- 
rendered. President Truman named Mac- 
Arthur supreme commander of the Allied 
occupation forces in Japan and he pre- 
sided over the signing of the surrender 
aboard the battleship Missouri. For more 
than five years he supervised the recon- 
struction and democratization of Japan, 
revealing a supreme grasp of administra- 
tive powers and imagination and becoming 
something of an idol to the Japanese. 


In 1948. Wisconsin became the center 


of a movement to run MacArthur as Presi- 
dent of the United States and in a brilliant 
flow of oratory, Harlan Kelly placed the 
name of this military legend in nomina- 
tion before the Republican convention. 
The Republicans, however, chose Thomas 
Dewey and Earl Warren as their candi- 
dates 
for 
the 
unsuccessful 
campaign 


against President Truman. 


In 1950. the invasion of South Korea 


again saw MacArthur in the field as com- 
mander of the United Nations forces, per- 
sonally leading the landing at Inchon that 
developed into the conquest of most of 
North Korea. With the intervention of the 
Red Chinese forces in November of that 
year, MacArthur's difference of viewpoint 
on the conduct of the war caused Presi- 
dent Truman to relieve him of his com- 
mand on April 11, 1951. 


MacArthur carne home to a joint ses- 


sion of Congress to deliver his address 
that ended with the poignant phrase, "old 
soldiers never die, they just fade away." 
He made a triumphal tour of the nation 
and at the age of 71, after 48 years of 
active duty, he retired. 


Some people have called MacArthur 


an anachronism, a personage of the 19th 
Century living in the wrong era. There 
certainly was about him the bigger than 
life dedication and assurance that marked 
that century of individualism which has 
been diluted so badly in our Age of the 
Common Man. There certainly was about 
him that aura of glamorous pomp and 
circumstance, 
of excellence 
personified 


that fit better when heroes trod the earth 
than in an age that sometimes seems 
satisfied with mediocrity. 


Surely MacArthur was different, but 


he was not anachronism. His South Paci- 
fic campaign placed in his capable hands 
the most modern of military materiel and 
he taught the world how they should be 
Ubecl His administration of the reconstruc- 
tion of Japan formed the foundation of an 
economy that is blazing new paths of the 
most modern technocracy. 


11 is a shame that such a man should 


even suggest the idea of an anachronism. 
Such a thing indicts us of the crime of 
lowering our standards. Rather, he should 
remain a sHmulus.

that nearly all our troubles 
are caused by a "Communist 
conspiracy" that extends from

to the

chambers of the White House. 
How solid and stable to be- 
lieve that the world is divided 
into Heroes and Devils, and 
that we know utterly which 
are which. 


But the real division in the 


modern world is between the 
men and the boys — the boys 
who are still playing in West- 
ern adventures (in which the 
villains are clearly identified 
by their black hats and sin- 
ister moustaches), and 
the 


men who have grown up to 
the idea that world affairs are 
infinitely complex, filled with 
contradictions and 
ambigui- 


ties, with mixed motives and 
incompatible goals 


We live, most of all, in an 


age of paradox; the chief par- 
adox being that never before 
has Man been so powerful 
while men are so weak. We 
have an undreamed-of capaci- 
ty to destroy all others and 
ourselves as well; but the in- 
dividual man feels lost and 
helpless as never before. His 
part in rational decision-mak- 
ing is reduced almost to zero.

MacArthur N«v*r 
Had th« Common 
Touch, Writer Says 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Gener- 


fcl of the Army Douglas Mac 
Arthur had brains, character, 
fabulous courage, grace, and a 
special quality which some men 
have had from antiquity. An- 
thropologists call it mana. 


It means extraordinary mag- 


netism and power to impress. 
Mixed with it was egoism. And 
this produced his personal disas- 
ter when he let the egoism col- 
lide with his judgment in dis- 
obeying the President. 


It was a humiliating end to 


one of the most glamorous mili- 
tary records in American his- 
tory, 52 years of service, longer 
than 
the combined military 


service of George Washington, 
Ulysses S. Grant and Andrew 
Jackson. 


His battles in three wars were 


like a catalogue of encounters 
from the Iliad: The Marne, 
Meuse-Argonne, St. Mihiel, Se- 
dan; Bataan, Corregidor, New 
Guinea, Leyte, Lingayen Gulf, 
Borneo, Luzon; Pusan, Inchon, 
Yalu River. - 


If he wore his decorations, 


which ranged down from the 
Medal of Honor, he would have 
been as resplendent as Achilles' 
shield. But he didn't wear them. 
This, one writer said, was part 
of his ostentation. 


John Gunther, impressed by 


the "immense force of his char- 
acter," quotes an officer as say- 
ing MacArthur was the only 
man in the world "who could 
walk into a room full of drunks 
and all would be sober in five 
minutes." 


Was Criticized 


MacArthur was dramatic—ar- 


rogant, his critics said—and in 
his years of heading the occu- 
pation forces in Japan he stood 
as aloof as a mikado. But he 
had a glistening sense of his- 
tory, including his own, and no 
wonder. 


He traced his ancestry back 


to Scotland's clan MacArthur 
which, he said in Life magazine, 
finds a place in the "heroic lore 
of King Arthur and his knights 
of the round table." 


One 
entranced 
biographer 


even made him an eighth cousin 
of Sir Winston Churchill, a sixth 
cousin of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, and a descendant of 
Charlemagne. 


MacArthur's Monsters 


King Arthur of the myth slew 


monsters with names like Twrch 
Trwyth. MacArthur's monsters 
were Russians, Red Chinese, 
and those in Washington he 
thought were conspiring to frus- 
trate and undercut him. 


The clan MacArthur and its 


pride came down through his 
father, Lt. Gen. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur, who in the Civil War at 
Missionary Ridge won the Med- 
al of Honor and became colonel 
of his regiment by the time he 
was 20. 


So from childhood soldiers 


were respectful to Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, son of a general. Re- 
membering this, one admiring 
officer who served under Mac- 
Arthur in the Pacific in World 
War II said: 


Common Touch 


"If MacArthur never had the 


common touch, it's because he 
was never a common man him- 
self. He was being called 'sir 
from the time he was 3." 


He became a symbol, the 


phoenix of the American spirit 
rising from the ashes of calam- 
ity when the Japanese drove 
him out of the Philippines and 
he said "I shall return," and 
did. 


He was 70 when the Korean 


war began June 25, 1950. Vic- 
tory would have been the soar- 
ing finish to the military sym- 
phony of his life. But the music 
soured, victory eluded him, and 
in seeking it he made mistakes 
of judgment. 


First, he had an optimistic 


misunderstanding of the enemy, 
perhaps because he wished so 
hard to win. 


General Wrong 


He thought all he had to do 


was whip the North Koreans, 
that the war would be over by 
Christmas, 
that 
the Chinese 


would not come in. He was 
wrong on all counts. 


Then his egoism overcame 


him. He pitted himself against 
President Harry S. Truman who 
had ordered him not to assert 
publicly his ideas on how tc win 
the war. MacArthur didn't lis- 
ten, didn't obey. 


His ideas differed from Tru- 


man's. He wanted, among other 
things, to bomb the Chinese 
bases in Manchuria. Truman 
and his advisers- feared this 
might mean World War HI, with 
the Soviet Union coming in on 
China's side. 


Truman considered MacAr 


thur insubordinate and his state- 
ments injurious to the conduct 
of the war and relations with 
allies. Thus it became a contest 
between a general and his com- 
mander-in-chief, the president. 


MacArthur lost, was fired. 


This time there was no return. 
Even In the legend the phoenix 
came out of the ashes only once.

To deny 
to California the right to ban 
picketing in the circumstances 
of this case would mean that 
there could be no prohibition of 
the pressure of picketing to se- 
cure proportional employment 
on ancestral grounds of Hun 
garians in Cleveland, of Poles 
in Buffalo, of Germans in Mil- 
waukee, of Portuguese in New 
Bedford, of Mexicans in San 
Antonio, of the numerous mi- 
nority groups in New York, and 
so on through the whole gamut 
of racial and religious concen- 
trations in various cities. 


Constitutional Shelter 


"States may well believe that 


such 
constitutional 
sheltering 


would inevitably encourage use 
of picketing to compel employ- 
ment -on the basis of racial dis- 
crimination. In disallowing such 
picketing states may act under 
the belief that otherwise corn- 


violation of one of the little-no- 
ticed decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


The highest court in the land 


unanimously upheld in the year 
1950 the concept that industrial 
picketing in and of itself is 
more than free speech "since it 
involves patrol of a particular 
locality and since the very pres- 
ence of a picket line may in- 
duce action of one kind or an- 
other, quite irrespective of the 
nature of the ideas which are 
being disseminated." 


The Supreme Court further 


ruled that there is no right to 
picket in order to achieve racial 


to eliminate racial 


munity tensions and conflicts 
would be exacerbated. The dif- 
ferences in cultural traditions 
instead of adding flavor and va- 
riety to our common citizenry 
might well be hardened into 
hostilities by leave of law. The 
Constitution does

Controlling Case 


The Supreme Court, in the 


controlling case on this issue, 
described a situation in a Cali- 
fornia housing project where a 
group picketed certain stores 
and demanded that, "as white 
clerks quit or were transfer- 
red," Negroes be hired "until 
the proporion of Negro clerks 
to white clerks approximated 
the proportion of Negro to white 
customers." The court noted 
that at the time of the dispute 
about 50- per cent of the cus- 
tomers of the store were Ne- 
groes, and then added:

This particular case — known 


as Hughes V. Superior Court of 
California — dealt solely with 
the 14th Amendment, which re- 
quires that each state give equal 
protection of the laws to all cit- 
izens.

Yet in recent months the 


American people have been told 
that picketing is just the Exer- 
cise of free speech or the right 
of petition and that, when the 
persons who participate in epi- 
sodes which result-in violence 
are arrested, they are being 
held unlawfully. It is clear that 
the highest court has ruled oth- 
erwise. But apparently there 
are many "civil rights" advo- 
cates who believe in "the law 
of the land" only when it can 
b% invoked to serve their own 
particular purposes.
